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New Omnibus Farm Bill by Rep. Poage Does Not Contain 
Proposal To Authorize Marketing Orders on Canning Crops 


Representative Poage (Texas) has introduced a new omnibus farm bill 
which, unlike his bill introduced earlier, would not authorize marketing 
orders on fruits and vegetables for processing. However, the new bill 
would authorize marketing orders for “field and seed crops other than 
basic commodities, Irish potatoes, mint, onions, farm forestry products, 


eggs, chickens, and turkeys.” 


In introducing the bill on April 14, 
Representative Poage addressed the 
House and acknowledged that his 
original bill was “admittedly imper- 
fect” and “needed revision.” He also 
stated that the new bill “does not con- 
tain any provisions extending market- 
ing orders to canning crops nor to the 
basic commodities.” 


In this respect the new measure, 
H.R. 11769, represents a concession to 
the N. C. A. opposition to Part I of his 
original bill. The N.C.A. opposition 
to the marketing order proposal in the 
original Poage bill was made known to 
the House Agriculture Committee in 
advance of the filing of the formal 
statement on April 11 (see INFORMA- 
TION Lerrer of April 16, page 131). 


In addition to extending the market- 
ing order authority to the additional 
commodities, the new Poage bill, like 
the original, would provide that mar- 
keting orders might include the follow- 
ing terms and conditions: 


Sec. 8(c)(7)(E) “Establishing or 
providing for the establishment of 
standards governing the negotiation 
of contractual agreements with firms 
engaged in marketing or processing 
of any agricultural commodity listed 
in section 8(c) (2), concerning stipula- 
tion of prices, volume, shipping dates, 
transportation carrier, grades, and 
size, both previous to and during mar- 
keting season, and governing the terms 
of sale of any agricultural commodity 
in connection with negotiating such 
contractual agreements, and providing 
that the expense of administering such 
order be paid from funds collected pur- 
suant to the marketing order.” 


H.R. 11769 also would authorize 
marketing orders to be made applicable 
“to any or all production or marketing 
areas of any commodity or product 
thereof, as the Secretary finds prac- 
ticable.” 

Also H.R. 11769 would add field and 
seed crops other than basic commodi- 


ties, mint, onions, farm forestry prod- 
ucts, eggs, chickens, and turkeys to the 
list of commodities whose importation 
is prohibited whenever a marketing 
order is in effect unless the imported 
commodities conform to grade, size, 
quality and maturity requirements of 
the order. 


As in the original Poage bill, H.R. 
11769 provides for a new “National 
Commodity Stabilization Program” 
under which producers not wishing to 
have a marketing order program might 
establish, by referendum, national 
marketing quotas. Such production or 
marketing control programs would be 
devised and recommended by “farm 
commodity program committees” 
elected by “agricultural producers.” 


Another provision would authorize 
the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare to purchase dairy, poultry 
and meat products from the CCC or on 
the open market and to distribute them 
to the needy, to institutions, and 
through the school lunch program. 


As Vice Chairman of the Committee, 
Representative Poage announced that 
the House Agriculture Committee will 
hold hearings on the new bill April 
29-30. 


Ratzesberger To Leave Illinois 


Louis Ratzesberger, Jr., has re- 
signed from The Illinois Canning Co., 
Hoopeston, III., effective May 31, and 
has accepted a position with Hawaiian 
Pineapple Co., Ltd., as vice president 
in charge of all mainland operations, 
with headquarters at San Jose, Calif. 


Mr. Ratzesberger has been with The 
Illinois Canning Co. 24 years, first 
as executive vice president and, since 
1944, as president. 


He was president of the N. C. A. in 
1953 and is serving now as Chairman 
of the Administrative Council. 


Secretary of Labor Asks New 


Minimum Wage Coverage 


Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell testified before the House 
Subcommittee on Labor Standards on 
April 21 in support of the Administra- 
tion’s proposal to amend the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. 


The Secretary did not state his posi- 
tion on whether the exemptions in the 
present law should be amended. His 
formal statement to the Subcommittee 
was silent on this point, and members 
of the Subcommittee did not question 
him regarding it. 


The Secretary repeated the Admin- 
istration’s recommendation for extend- 
ing minimum wage coverage to a num- 
ber of workers not covered under the 
present law and for a “moderate in- 
crease” in the statutory minimum 
wage—to $1.10 or $1.15—for workers 
presently covered. 


The Administration’s proposal for 
extension of coverage is embodied in a 
bill, H.R. 7490, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Frelinghuysen (N.J.). This 
bill would extend minimum wage cov- 
erage—at $1.00 an hour—to an esti- 
mated 3.1 million workers, of whom 2.6 
million are employed in retail trade 
and the balance in construction, trans- 
and communications indus- 
tries. 


The Secretary suggested that the 
Roosevelt bill, H.R. 4488, is among the 
“preposals which would extend cover- 
age far beyond the limits which those 
of us who have worked with this law 
for many years consider practical or 
possible.” 


The Roosevelt bill, among other 
things, would extend minimum wage 
coverage to an estimated 8 million 
workers not presently covered, and 
make a minimum of $1.25 an hour ap- 
plicable to all workers covered by the 
Act. It also would eliminate the sea- 
sonal exemptions in Section 7(b) (3) 
and 7(c) and the fish canning exemp- 
tion in Section 13 (b) (4). 


Secretary Mitchell pointed out that 
Congressional committees have con- 
sidered proposals for broadening the 
wage-hour law in five of the last seven 
years, but that no bill to extend cov- 
erage of the Act has come to a vote in 
either house of Congress. “It may be,” 
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he said, “that no action has been taken 
in all these years because of the ex- 
treme provisions of bills considered by 
the Congress.” 


Secretary Mitchell stated that an in- 


crease in the statutory minimum to 
$1.25 an hour would have twice as 


great an impact on wage costs as the 
increase in 1955 from 75 cents to $1.00. 
He said that the 1956 increase in the 
minimum wage required increases in 
wage costs totaling $560 million an- 
nually and that a minimum of $1.25 
now would raise wage costs more than 
$1 billion annually. 


Shipments by N.C.A. Members for Prizes in Modern Romances 
Canned Foods Contest Going to Packaging Depots This Week 


Members of N.C.A. are supplying 
the 10,100 cans and jars of foods 
needed for winners’ prizes in the con- 
test now being conducted by Modern 
Romances magazine as one of the proj- 
ects of the Consumer and Trade Rela- 
tions Program. 


The products are being shipped to 
the 10 depots at different locations 
across the country where they will be 
repackaged into prize boxes of 100 
cans each of assorted products for the 
101 winners of the contest. Members 
participating should make sure that 
their shipments reach the respective 
depot or depots assigned during the 
week of April 25, since packaging is 
scheduled to start May 1, and distribu- 
tion to prize winners will begin not 
later than May 15. Instructions as to 
where to ship were sent out last week 
by the N.C.A. C.&T.R. Committee. 


The March issue of Modern Ro- 
mances, which reaches a young mar- 
ried audience of 1,148,923, devoted 
seven pages to canned foods, offering 
25 recipes and several columns of edi- 
torial comment dealing with the con- 
venience, nutritive values, wholesome- 
ness, flavor, and general desirability of 
canned foods in the diet. It also offered 
an opportunity for the national win- 
ner to earn an all-expense trip to 
Hollywood as a first prize and runner- 
up prizes of 100 assorted cans of food 
to 100 other contestants. Eleanor 
Kent, food editor of Dell Publishing 
Co., reports that there were 3,200 en- 
tries in the contest. Winners were de- 
cided on the basis of their true or false 
answers to pertinent questions about 
canned foods. (Preprint of this fea- 
ture, with the contest rules, was mailed 
to the membership on February 25.) 

In addition to the publicity in the 
March issue, there will be a feature on 
the winner in the September issue of 
Modern Romances. Also several screen 
magazines of the Dell Publishing Co. 
will carry features on the winner's 
trip to Hollywood where a number of 
special events will occur, including 
visits to Disneyland, the movie studios, 
meals at famous movieland restau- 
rants, interviews with the film stars, 


appearances on network TV and radio, 
and trips to canneries and to farms 
and orchards where products are 
grown for canning. 


Efforts were made to place most of 
the items donated for prizes in the 
hands of winners who would nor- 
mally shop in markets where those 
specific products are available. It was 
necessary in some cases, however, to 
deviate from this so that prize win- 
ners would obtain representative as- 
sortments and not be overloaded with 
too many cans of some one item heavy 
in the production of that particular 
location. 

Accordingly, staff members of the 
Information Division and the Dudley- 
Anderson-Yutzy organization, in work- 
ing out instructions for shipments of

the samples, were governed by these 
two factors, plus the location of con- 
testants as furnished by Modern Ro- 
mances. Contest participation was 
particularly heavy in California, New 
York, and the Midwest. 


Several of the state canners associa- 
tion secretaries generously offered to 
do the packaging of prizes for con- 
testants in their respective areas. 


The prize packages, of white board 
with red and blue imprints “Your 
Modern Romances Contest Prize” and 
Nature's Best is Better Canned,” are 
being donated by the Owens-Illinois 
Glass Company, and are being shipped 
to the 10 depots in the required quan- 
tities on May 1. 


In many cases the state secretaries 
arranged to have the samples shipped 
to one of their respective members 
who had kindly donated his facilities 
as a repackaging depot. 


Publicity shots for local and trade 
paper publicity will be made at each 
of the depots depicting the packaging 
project, publicizing the state secre- 
taries with local winners of the con- 
test.

FDA Extends Time for Use 
of Certain Pesticides 


The FDA published in the Federal 
Register of April 19 an order extend- 
ing the time during which certain 
pesticide chemicals may be used in or 
on raw agricultural commodities for 
specified purposes. 


The order amends and amplifies a 
list of nematocides, plant regulators, 
defoliants, and desiccants for which 
FDA has extended, for one year from 
March 6, 1960, the period of permitted 
use, within specified uses or restric- 
tions. Following are additions to the 
list: 


o-Chiorophenoxy acetic acid or its diethanola- 
mine salt: On tomato blossoms to increase 
fruit set. On cane berries and grapes to 
produce larger fruit. On figs to produce 
large seedless fruit. 


1,2-Dibromo-3-chioropropane: Soil fumigant for 
nematodes. 


1,2-Dichloropropane: Soil fumigant for nema- 
todes. 

1,5-Dichloropropene: Soil fumigant for nema- 
todes. 


Gibberellic acid: On grapes to increase fruit 
nize. 


a-Naphthalene acetic acid or its ammonium 
salt: On olives to reduce fruit set. 


Naphthoxyacetie acid: Blossom spray to in- 
crease set of fruits and vegetables. 


Pentachlorophenol: On cotton, potato vines, 
sugar beet tops, and soybeans as defoliant. 


2,4,5-Trichlorophenoxy acetic acid or its butyl 
ester: On grapefruit to increase size and 
control fruit drop. 


2,4.5-Trichlorophenoxy acetic acid or its tri- 
ethylamine salt: On apricots to improve color 
and to control fruit drop. 


u-2,4,5-Trichlorophenoxy propionic acid or its 
diethylamine salt: On apples to improve 
color and control fruit drop. 


How Much Testing for Pesticides and Additives Is Necessary? 


As the canning season approaches 
the N. C. A. Laboratories are receiving 
many questions from canners regard- 
ing the amount of testing for pesticide 
residues and additives that will be 
needed to assure compliance with FDA 
requirements. In answering these it is 
necessary to restate the relationship 
of such testing to an over-all control 
program, such as was published as a 
Supplement to the INFORMATION Lxr- 
TER of February 13. 


There are many reasons why a pro- 
gram of routine testing cannot serve 
as the sole assurance of compliance. 
The testing methods are time-consum- 
ing, and require trained scientific per- 
sonnel and expensive equipment. To 
test all deliveries of raw products, 
many of them from mixed sources, and 
without knowledge of the history of 
treatment in the field or orchard, would 
obviously be impossible from any prac- 
tical standpoint. 


Any satisfactory measure of protec- 
tion has to come from the screen of 
preventive measures, beginning in the 
field with control of use of pesticides, 
and carrying through all stages of 
preparation and processing. The value 
of occasional laboratory tests on the 
raw or finished products lies in the 
check they give on the effectiveness of 
the control system. 

This still leaves the question as to 
how frequently tests should be made 
even as a supplemental check on field 
and factory control. There is no single 
answer to this that will cover all con- 
ditions such as the nature of the prod- 
uct, degree of hazard inherent in the 
pesticides used, method of application, 
possibility of contamination from 
drift, etc. However, the N.C.A. staff 
will be glad to help canners get such 
programs under way, and, if they do 
not have facilities of their own, will 
advise on commercial laboratories that 
can perform the routine testing. 


1959 Packs of Fish 


The 1959 packs of canned fish and 
shellfish intended for human consump- 
tion totaled 627.6 million pounds, 15 
percent less than the 736.6 million 
pounds packed in 1958, according to 
a report by the Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 

The 1959 production in the United 
States, including American Samoa 
and Puerto Rico, was valued at $310 
million, 10 percent less than the 1958 
value of $344.7 million.

The pack of canned tuna was a rec- 
ord high, for the fourth consecutive 
year. Although the domestic catch 
was smaller than in 1958, imports of 
frozen tuna were up 20 percent and 
were used in 44 percent of the 1959 
U. S. pack. The salmon pack de- 
clined 34 percent from the 1958 total, 
which had been considered a very poor 
year. 


The 1959 shrimp pack included 753 
thousand standard cases packed in 
the South Atlantic and Gulf states 
and 169 thousand cases packed on the 
Pacific Coast and in Alaska. Canning 
of shrimp on the Pacific Coast became 
possible in 1957 with the introduction 
of mechanical picking. In that year 
the pack on the Pacific Coast totaled 
49 thousand cases. In Alaska the 
pack has grown from 16 thousand 
cases in 1957 to 51 thousand cases in 
1958 and to 104 thousand cases in 


1959.

FDA Order on Standard 
for Tomato Puree 


The FDA announced in the Federal 
Register of April 19 that no objections 
having been received, its order amend- 
ing the standard of identity for tomato 
puree will become effective April 26. 
The order permits use of the label 
term “concentrated tomato juice” on 
products containing not less than 21 
percent of salt-free tomato solids (see 
INFORMATION Lerrer of March 5, page 
92). 


Marketing Order Bills 
Still Pending 


In addition to the original Poage bill, 
H.R. 10365, which for practical pur- 
poses has been superseded by the new 
Poage bill, H.R. 11769, the following 
proposals to amend the Agricultural 
Marketing Agreement Act of 1937 to 
authorize marketing orders on canning 
crops are pending before the Senate 
and House Agriculture Committees; 


H.R. 1070 (Ullman of Ore.) would 
authorize marketing orders on field 
and seed crops other than wheat, corn, 
cotton, rice, and peanuts. 


H.R. 9693 (May of Wash.) and H.R. 
10555 (Horan of Wash.) would au- 
thorize marketing orders on sweet 
cherries, apricots, peaches, Bartlett 
pears, Italian prunes or purple plums, 
and apples for canning and freezing 
produced in the States of Washington, 
Oregon, Idaho and California. 


8.3233 (Jackson and Magnuson of 
Wash.) would authorize marketing 
orders on the following fruits for can- 
ning or freezing and the products 
thereof: sweet cherries, apricots, 
peaches, Bartlett pears, Italian prunes 
and purple plums, wherever produced; 
and apples for canning or freezing 
produced in the States of Washington, 
Oregon, Idaho, or California. 


S. 3318 (Morse of Ore.) would au- 
thorize marketing orders on berries 
for canning or freezing. 


No hearings have been scheduled. 
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
